ESOL students originally found adjusting to a new country to be more than difficult 


very year, students from all 
over the world came to the 
United States to study. When 
these young people could not speak 
) English, adjusting was more than diffi- 
cult. The ESOL program became an 
essential tool for learning the English 
vital for survival in the United States. 
Mrs. Parma Deas, one of the ESOL 
teachers, explained that the program 
_was organized to help the students to 
communicate with others and to famil- 
_iarize them with the new customs they 
encountered. 
There were three different levels of 
the ESOL program. At the first level, 
students spend three hours a day 










learning basic English and grammar 
skills. Mrs. Deas and Mrs. Jane Olsen 
hoped to help the students’ families as 
well as the students in this stage. The 
other two levels lasted for a half hour 
each day. Suwanna Ruangqroi found 
that this system helped her, since she 
did not understand English clearly. “‘T 
enjoy taking classes with other stu- 
dents, but I feel more comfortable in 
ESOL.” During the time spent in ESOL, 
classes such as art, physical education, 
and mathematics were also taken. 
Teaching students who did not have 
English backgrounds took the atten- 
tion of the teachers and another spe- 
cial technique. Because the language 


was foreign to the students, a step by 
step style of teaching had to be fol- 
lowed. Mrs. Deas acted as the teacher, 
while Mrs. Olsen as the mother figure 
that the students needed while they 
were away from home. “I feel instant 
gratification when I see the students 
interact with each other. I wouldn’t go 
back to teaching French for anything,” 
shared Mrs. Deas. 

Usually a student spent three years 
in ESOL. The program was set up in 
every school grade. When a student 
completed the program at an elemen- 
tary or middle school level, the high 
school course was not needed. Other 
students did not finish their studies

From a boa constrictor and dead cats to lasers, New Horizons had it all . 


t has powerful microscopes, 

strong chemicals, dead cats, and 

lasers. dt has a Prime 
minicomputer, explosive experiments, 
the most difficult tests in the area, and 
lots of expensive, high-voltage equip- 
ment. It has top-notch instructors and 
dedicated students and a large 
boa constrictor. “It” is the New Hori- 
zons Governor’s School for Science and 
Technology, a magnet school that drew 
top science students from all over the 
Peninsula into either an advanced biol- 
ogy-chemistry (Biochem) or an ad- 
vanced physics course, plus a 
mentorship with a scientist in the 
community. 

The biology half of Biochem, taught 
by Dr. Austin Anderson, presented a 
slightly different approach to the tra- 
ditional AP Biology curriculum. Rather 
than spending the entire class 
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studying the finest details of organisms 
and life processes, Andersen encour- 
aged students to develop critical- 
thinking skills which could then be 
used to interpret the material pre- 
sented in class. The curriculum in- 
cluded genetics and comparative anat- 
omy, in which students dissected cats 
and noted similarities to the human 
structures. 

When asked about the genetics part 
of the course, senior Jose Montanez 
commented, “Oh, fruit fly heaven!” He 
went on to say, ‘“Everyone knows facts, 
but it takes intelligence to know how 
to use them; that’s the reason we are 
here.” 

Junior Mandy Lee agreed, “It seems 
like we've learned everything possible 
about the fruit fly, but because we 
learned how to improve our thinking 
processes, we’ve gotten a lot more out

of the course than if we just had to 
memorize facts and spit them back out 
— and never use them again.” 

The chemistry portion of Biochem, 
taught by Mr. Leonard Klein, took a 
more traditional, in-depth approach to 
the AP curriculum. The topics covered 
included physical and analytical chem- 
istry, electrochemistry, acid and base 
theory, organic chemistry, and the 
advanced chemical bonding theory. 
Senior Jim Lin remembered the course 
as being, “definitely more challenging 
than the course would have been in any 
high school.”” Mandy Lee concurred, “‘T 
appreciate being able to set my own 
pace in the class, with more help from 
the teacher.” 

The advanced physics class, taught 
by Mr. Richard Purman, was a more 
structured, intense class than 
Biochem, as it covered the traditional

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Students’ strategies toward SATs vary 


aking the SAT was one of the 

first steps in the college ad- 

missions procedure. During 
the junior year, students took the 
SATs. Wanting to do their best, ju- 
niors asked themselves, ‘What can I 
do to prepare myself for taking the 
SAT?” 

Some students felt it was better 
not to focus on the test itself, but on 
rest, relaxation, and keeping a clear 
mind. This may not have been the 
best approach for all students. 

“Taking the SAT,” a booklet pub- 
lished by the College Board, says 
that the best preparation for the 
SAT is to know the test. This in- 
cludes knowing how it is organized, 
the type of questions on the test, the 
terms and concepts that it uses, and

how it is timed and scored. Thus, a 
student can better pace himself and 
have a chance at completing all of 
the questions on the SAT. 

There were a number of coaching 
courses that a student could take to 
better prepare himself for this test. 
These courses ranged from computer 
software programs to preparation 
courses offered at local colleges. 
Taking part in one of these courses 
did not guarantee higher scores. 
Statistics have shown that some stu- 
dents increase their scores dramati- 
cally while others show no gain 
after participating in a SAT course. 

Because the SATs were offered 
many times, students were able to 
experiment in different preparation 
techniques. Juniors inevitably found 
themselves taking the SAT, hoping 
that their favorite methods for tak- 
ing the test would result in high 
scores.

reventing students from 

dropping out of school was an 

issue that was publicized na- 
tionally. It also became a direct is- 
sue in the school with the founding 
of the Bridge Program. The program 
gave Students in danger of dropping 
out the opportunity to acquire trust 
and communication with a faculty 
member. This program was devel- 
oped to help improve attendance, 
grades, and behavior. 

The Bridge Program Committee 
decided it would prove beneficial to 
offer incentives to the students to 
receive positive output. Patrick Hen- 
ry Mall was the school’s Partner for 
Business Education and offered to 
supply rewards for hard-working 
students. Mall manager Roger 
Brown commented, ‘‘We feel this is 
definitely a worthy cause, and we 
were more than happy to be a part 
of the program.” 

If a potential drop-out student 
had no absences during the nine 
weeks, they received a $20.00 gift 
certificate. The student was eligible 
to receive a $15.00 gift certificate if 
they missed up to three days. Those 
who missed four and five days were 
given a $5.00 gift certificate. 

There were drawings for three 
grand prizes: fifty, thirty, and twen- 


ty dollar gift certificates. At the end 
of each nine week marking period, a 
student’s name went into the draw- 
ing four times for every “A” that he 
made, three times for every “B,” two 
times for every “C,” and once for 
every “D.” 

Awards were given to students at 
the end of each marking period for 
their good behavior. The mall man- 
agement felt this was an incentive 
for class participation. 

Assistant Principal Mrs. Carolyn 
Lewis played a major role in the 
Bridge Program. “I believe that 
these students haven’t done any- 
thing wrong. They just need a little 
more attention.” The program was 
developed so that students who had 
been exposed to negative activites 
and pressures could reach for posi- 
tive learning techniques and oppor- 
tunities. Mrs. Gail Lentz defined the 
program by saying, “We need to en- 
courage faculty members and our 
Bridge Partner to provide a result 
that will be an investment to the 
students’ high school careers.”
